THE JURY BYSTBM. 



We have more Ibun once recurred to tie 
absurdity and injustice of our jury system, 
and almoal every public trial gives point to 
our remarks. I'd a cominuuily ol a fuw 
thousand iioople divided up into nearly every 
description of socioly known under tlio sun, 
the idea that a man committing a serious 
crime Bbould not bo punished unless twelve 
men, Bolecicd indiscriminately among the itif 
habitants, unanimously pronounce bin) guilty, 
is Barely pr9posteroug. When wo take a 
glance over our criminal calendar f ,r the 
past six yenrB, \vc see the result of thin sys- 
tem in the infinitesimnlly sinnll number of 
conviotiouB that have been obtained. Thorn 
has been, it is true, a loosonoss in drawing 
up the indictmums, but this noted hut u 
smili part in producing the Humorous ac- 
quittals. The real solution of the unsatisfac- 
tory state of affairs lay, as we have intimated, 
in the unanimous verdiol. 

When we think: ol the Caledonian Society, 
the Si. Andrew's Society, the Freemasons, 
tho Odd Fellows, tho Fire Companies, the 
Olubs ol ihe crcme de la creme, the Rille 
Volunteers, the Dramatic Socioty. tho For- 
oigu Benevolent Soeiotios, the Siug-verein, 
Turn-verein, and tho numberloss other praise- 
worthy institutions for fostering brotherly 
feeling or social intercourse, we get noma 
kind of idea of tho wide-spread benevolence 
npproaobing- to fraternity which distinguishes 
our population. But luu heat of things has 
got its weak side. While Eiieh institutions 
as we have mentioned are admirable affairs 
for cultivating and fostering the charitable 
elements of our nature ; they uro, ou the other 
hand, prone to create partialities that may 
interlere, in our prosent system of trial, with 
the administration of juslice. We do not fay 
for a moment that auy portion of our citizens 
would wilfully allow personal leanings lo in- 
fluence their decision as jurors, hut we 
know how liable the be9t of men are to 
be biased unconsciously in favor of their 
friends. It is the duty of tho people collee- 
tively, therefore, to see that these individual 
predilections are not exercised to the public 
detriment. With a unanimous verdict, how. 
over, in a small community such as ours, 
where the chaaoes are thai Ihe prisoner will 
always have some one on tho jury who is 
partially disposed, the public interest is bound 
to suffer. 

In Scotland, where the stale of society 
makes a prisoner's position muoh moro 
■srious than here, it is considered that if even 
a majority of tho jury — eight out of fifteen — 
agree in a aonviclion no injustice is dona by 
accepting that as the verdict. We can cer- 
tainly see no sign of injury from the system. 
On the contrary, serious crime is nothing like 
•o great in Stotlund in pioportion lo the 
population as il is in either Ireland or Eng- 
land, where the unanimous vordict obtains. 
We will not say that this is due entirely to 
Scotland's oriminal law procedure ; but we 
maintain that its prompt und effective man- 
ner of punishing oriuie has been mainly in- 
strumental in producing such a result. Kven 
in England, however, the absurdity oi' the 
unanimous verdict has been so apparent that 
by a- .Statute not long since passed — 22 and 
23 Victoria, o. 7— it is declared that in civil 
oases the deoisioD of nine out of twelve jurors 
■ball be the verdict, thus aolitiowledgiiiL; vir- 
tually tho failure of the unanimous sy- tern, 
and giving indications that but a short tune 
will elapse befote the rule is applied to oriuii- 
nil cases as well. Of this tlirea-fourtln ver- 
dict, and the majority verdict of Scotland, wo 
prefor the three-louths. While we l;uow 
that the general disposition of jorora is lo 
acquit the prisoner if they possibly can, 
still a Lara majority seems placing too low an 
estimate on the life or liberty of the individ- 
ual, and, however well the system may act 
in Sootland, wa would lather lean a little 
more towards tho prisoner. If nine men of 
ordinary judgment, out of twelve, on oath, 
alter hearing the whole evidence cf a case, 
oome to tho conclusion that Ihe prisoner i-i guil- 
ty, we think the probabilities of his innocunco 
are slight indeed. There are, of course, 
instances whore 1 1 out of 12 men have binned 
erroneous opinions ol tti j merits of a case, 
and the clear judgment of thu twellth saved 
the lifo cr reputation ol ihe prisoner, but the 
instances are so rare that we think wo aie 
fully justified in ignoring them in the present 
argument. On the other hand, when we ask 
twelve men to be unanimous on any debated 
question, we make a demand that ounnot, 
in the diversified oharaoter of human nature, 
be easily complied with. The veiy fact that 
one intelligent lawyer endeavors to enlist the 
judgment or the sympathies of the jury on 
this uido, and another on thnt, is sufficient in 
itself to produce in tho mind of many a jury- 
man such a coaBiotion of ideas that he is 
obliged, through his very sta'e of doubt and 
confusion, to giro thu prisoner all tho benefit. 
If ho is an obstinate man with a good consti- 
tution, ho stands out foi an acquittal, aud 
either foraes the remaining jurors lu take 
sides with himself, or obtains a new trial. 
Thore is no more guarantee that jimtiui! will 
be done by the next batch than there was by 
Ihe last, for tho chances are always Unit some 
one, either through friendship to the prisoner, 
ecoentricily or a desire to be odd, or through 
some mislakon notion of philanthropy, will 
"hold out lu Ihe las!." The consequence of 
ah this is, that the public lime is scandal- 
ously wasted, and that justice is not generally 
foam] iu our law cuiirlB. Wo have hud 
criminal after criminal brought up in our 
Courts of Assize, and, although tho evidence 
was so plalu— the case so clear against them 
—they woro acquitted as so many injured 
Innocents. We niako no allusion iu uny of 
these remarks to any oaso now pending ; hut 
as the publio feeling nt every sitting of the 
higher criminal court is Indignantly excited 
■I the loss of lima us well as at the inade- 
quate administration ol Ihe law as thiugs 
now slatid, nra think it. right to ngain drnw 
attention lo ihe iniquities of our present jury 
syitorn, and to impress upon tho Legislature 
Ihe necessity of taking immediate Bleps to- 
Wards thoir removal.

THE INCORPORATION BHiL 

The first reading of Mr. DeOosmod' now 
Incorporation bill came on in tho House yes- 
yerday. Tho bill is too voluminous lo enable 
ua to give to our readers anything more than 
a mere glimpse at its contents, it contains 
no less than sections and 239 sub sections, 
exclusive of tho schedule, and altogether 
forms one of tho most lormiduble documents 
that ever camu before a public body, it ti 
called <: An Act to repoal lbs Victoria In- 
corporation Bill of 18G2, nnd to mako certain 
provisions iu lieu thereof." It provides lor the 
election on the first Monday in every year, 
of a Mayor and oight Councillors, lepieseut- 
ing Cvo wards. Threooftho wards in thu 
principal parts of the torn are to have two 
Councillors each, and tho other two wards to 
be confined to one Councillor each. The by- 
lawB made in 1802 are to continue until re- 
pealed by tho Counoil, '' und the validity ol 
all such by-laws shall bo determined in the 
same manner as if tho said Victoria Incor- 
poration Bill of 1SG2 had not been repealed 
and this Act had not been passed." Tho 
new Corporation is tu bo liable to the legal 
debts of the old one, and iho iegal debts duo 
the old Corporation may bo recovered by the 
new. The property qualification ol voters is 
"being rated for tho support of tho Corpo- 
ration." Tho new Council's borrowing power 
is thus defined: — ''Not exceeding in the 
aggregate at any one lime Iho sum of $20,- 
000, nnd contracting debts not exceeding at 
any one tiuio tho totul amount of the nn- 
nuul revenue of the Corporation." Tho 
taxos are to bo levied equally upon tho 
whole of the rateable properly, real and 
personal, not exceeding one per cent. 

When n man's income is over §200 and 
his personal prosperity less, his income is to 
bo regarded as personal property nnd tuxod 
accordingly, his previous year's income to 
ba taken as a busifc. All male adults under 
sixly to pay taxes to the Corporation, il uot 
otherwise laied, to the amount of $4 per 
bond. A great deal of tho bill ill taken up 
with tho details of defining the Council's 
powers, which are vor) extensive. Thu bill 
ns it stand?, however, does not give the 
Couucil control over the police department, 
but this ulong with several other necessary 
reforms will no doubt bo inserted when the 
measure goes into committee. We shall 
take un early opportunity of discussing thu 
merits of the bills.

INCORPORATION UILL. 

Mr. DeCosmos introduced a bill to inco-porato 
Iho City of Victoria. He hoped thu bill would be 
found very correct, although il would require some 
trifling amendments and clerical alterations. It 
contained 'lit sections and 'J3U sab - sections j it 
provided (or eight Councillors and a Mayor. The 
powers given to the Council were very full. Tho 
mode of taxation proposed wns on real and person- 
al property, and also on income. The bill would 
ptoposo to giro power to leiy licenses on certain 
things, such as truckmen, exhibitions, &o., but to 
abolish Trades Licenses altogether. An equal 
tax would be levied on all real and personal estate, 
and an income isa estimatsd on the last 
year's income of nou property holders. The 
honorable gentleman pointed out some other 
features of the bill, and concluded by moving its 
first reading. 

Mr. Franklin said be had been asked by his 
honorable collt.igue to second the first reading of 
the bill, although he had not road it, and would 
not commit himself 10 it intact ; he was, howevtr, 
aware of the great necessity of an Incorporation 
Hill for the city, and had much pleasure in second- 
ing the first reading. 

The bill was accordingly read a first time and 
ordered to be printod. 

COHONEU'e mr.L. 

Tho Uouso went into Committee on this bill, 
Mr. Bayley in tho chair. 

The debate on the mode of paying tho Coroner, 
whether by fixed salary or by fees, was resumed. 

Mr. DeCosmos saw no objection to tho Coroner 
being paid either by fees or by fixed salary voted 
by the House, but he opposed tho ooronerahip or 
auy other office being placed beyond the eontrol 
of the Legislature Tho payment oi the Coroner 
by fees would be apt to lead to inquests being held 
for the sake of the remuneration, a difficulty -rh ich 
would bo avoided by a fixed salary ; the Utter 
would, however, be impossible in tho country. 

Mr. Dennes thought the remarks of the hon. 
gentleman a slur ou tho honor of the Coroner. 
(No, no !) 

Dr. Dickson felt great diffidence iu speaking on 
this subject, but ho wished to lay the question be- 
fore the House in such a manner that they might 
vote understanding^. The hon. gentleman slated 
that the inquests held this year were thirty-one 
in number, aud forty per cent more than last year, 
which itsolf showed seventy-five per cent more 
inquests thnn the preceding year. He urged that 
paying the Coroner by lixed salary would be n 
most unfair way, since tho work to be done varied 
«o materially. 

Mr. Southgate did not believe in cheeseparing, 
but would pay tho Coroner as well as any othe s 
official. Ite was in favor of a fixed salary for tho 
Coronor, as the increase of inquests would at tho 
present rate soon be a very handiomo thing. 

Mr. Young said although the rale of increase 
seemed large, still oven 100 per cent might be a 
very Hilling affiir as thero might be only two in- 
quests last year and one the year before, which 
wwuld bo 100 per cent. He would like to know if 
tho bill was for the ivti ole colony, or only a private 
bill for the Coroner of Victoria. 

Dr. Dickson said it was very apparent that the 
hon. gentleman would be glad to sec the Coroner 
paid only fifty cents for each ir.quost. The per- 
sonal feeling of the hon. gentleman was very con- 
spicuous, and evidently led him away on this 
question. If he would endeavor to practice 
•' Faith, Hope aud Charity," as ho had inculcated 
them on others, he would pursue a different course 
(laughter). He was thankful to say ho was ni well 
able to lire on his ninans from his profession as 
flic lion, gentleman from his commercial pursuits. 

Mr. Young called the hon. gentlemau to order, 
and made lumu ullufcious ubcut " Doctor oi Divm- 

ity," &c. 

Mr. Franklin would like to havo seen some sta- 
tistics us to tho Coroner's ollicu laid before the 
House. 

Dr. Dickson said the hon, gentleman's mind 
seemed to he wrapped In dark and impenetrable 
gloom (oh, oh!), and ho wished to be enlightened. 
He could only state that the hon. gentleman had 
the same sources of information open to Itira us 
other hon. members. 

Mr. Sumligate moved that the Coroner ho paid 
by a salary '.o be fixed each year by the H.'uso. 
Carr.ed by the casting vote of the chairman. 

The clause as amended was then passed, also 
by the casting vote of tho chairman. 

Mr. Franklin objected to the vote of one mem- 
ber (Dr. Dickson), and commented severely on 
the unparliamentary and improper course pursued 
by the hon. gentleman, in advocating and showing 
so muoh feeling in favor of a vote in which he 
was ho strongly interested. 

The Chairman said the kill was a public one, 
and the hon. gentleman (Dr. Dickson) voted on 
the bill as member for Victoria District, not as 
Coroner. [Hear, hear.) 

Dr. Dirkson slid be was not to bo dragooned 
into his duty by the lion, member (Mr. Franklin). 
[A laugh.] 

Mr. Young disclaimed any personal feeling In 
the matter, being wholly intent on maintaining tho 
honor and dignity of the House (a laugh), and 
that was why ho was opposed to an hon. gentle- 
man bringing in ana advocating his own bill in ao 
glaring a manner. 

Dr. Dickson sprang up excitedly and "pitched 
into" Mr, Young saying he knew bis duty better 
than that hon. gentleman, and was not tu bu dic- 
tated to by him. 

The Chairman called tho IIouso to order, and 
proceeded with the hi'l. 

Mr. DeCosmos nwii/l as a new section, that 
every coroner shall hereafter he QbliirM ti lay an- 
nually before tho Colonial bscrotary full returns 
as to number, etc., of inquests held during the 
year. Carried. 

On tho cbiusei providing what Imperial Acts or 
parts of Acts should or should not apply in 
the colony, 

Mr. Southgate asked the hon. mover to explain. 

Dr. Dickson stated that, after the personal inflec- 
tions which had been east on him by the lion, 
gentlemen on his right ( Messrs. Young and Frank- 
lin), ho did not feel disposed to tako auy further 
part |n tho debato. \ 

The clauses were passed and tho bill reported, 
and tho House adjourned lill to-day (r'riday), 
when the Land Kegisiry Hill and the Medical Dill 
will como up, andon atondaynext Mr. DeCosmos' 
resolutions on the constitution of thu Legislative 
Council, and Mr. Dennes' Inferior Courts hill.

THE CORONER'S BILL. 



uitish Colonist: — Although the 
debates of our Legislative Assembly are not ovor 
instructive, and though its proceedings io not 
rise much above that peculiar dignity which ohiir- 
acteilses dullness, It is the duty of the public to 
read the former and watch the latter. Suspended 
animation seems to bo the natural condition of 
members of that body when measures of colonial 
importance arc brought before it, but thoy display 
considerable vitality upon matters affecting them- 
selves either individually or collectively. Whether 
wo judgo our members by what they do or by what 
thoy say, wc may ho pardoned, under the circum- 
stances, for not rising to any vnry exalted admira- 
tion. It is trao that nt first psopto in this 
colony expected too much of public men, and 
It Is equally true that after hearing them deliberatu 
they fended by not oxpecting anything at all. 
This waa a conclusion excusable, but nevertheless 
erroneous. For instance, it' was nothing but 
natural that tho Coroner having got into the 
House, should bring in a bill to enable him to 
perforin tho duties of his ollico as oasily as possi- 
ble, and that ho should insert a clause securing a 
very comfortable rate of remuneration. It might 
bo said, and perhaps will bo said by electors, that 
thoy expected the doctor would have thought 
moro of the public and less of himself, but as this 
remark. Ignored human nature, it is really too 
Ignorant to take notice of. 

AVhat, however, is well wortli noticing is the 
Coronor's bill, as it is now being passed by tho 
As'.omhly. For good and bad laws, however much 
they llfTer iu ought else, are alike in this, that so 
long as they arc law thoy command obedience, 
The clause in tho Coroner's Bill allowing Bid each 
inquott to tho Coronor, although deferred, will, if 
the House is consistent, bo passed, hut the motion 
that jurors und witnosses rocelvo $1 60 per day 
was lost. Not even tho magical shilling which, 
like tho conjuror's, comes outuf tho public pockot, 
and goes, nobody knows where, was left. 

Mr. Dennes must have elevated his eyebrows 
with mingled surprise and innocence when ho 
said, " it was tho llrst time he ever hoard of jurors 
being paid, cither in England, Ireland, or Hoot- 
land," and for attending to public business, too. 
How was it, I wonder, that this goiuloman omitted 
to muku use of n similar argument, if such it 
ean be called, when the bill to pay the members 
wa< brought before tho House. if Mr. Dennes 
means that public basiuesa should not bo 
paid for, why pay tho Coroner f Lut if jurors only 
should bo tho exception, on what grounds ought 
they to bo so ? Surely tho serrices of men in 
business, whoso tiuio is money to them, will bear 
some comparlsoi with those of the Coroner whose 
time is .da own ! From tho way tho Assembly 
disposes of the public funds, it seems as if it 
thought tint the public were to purchase the 
pudding and the members had to cat it. This 
division of duties, although no doubt agreeable 
to the members, can scarcoly be considered satii- 
faotory to the tax-payer. A little less liberality to 
themselves and a little more generosity in ad- 
ministering to the public necessities would he cal- 
culated to meet with more general approval. 
The Assembly, with great regard (or tho Coro- 
ner, and none at all fur Iho public, appeal to have 
granted whatever he chose to ask for. 

There seems almost a lack of modesty ia the 
whole matter, judging from tho newspaper report. 
" Ou motion of Dr. Dickson, a clause wes paRied 
leaving the payment of all expenses to the discre- 
tion of tho Coroner." 

Tho Coroner is oinpowered to appoint a Coro- 
nor'a Officer, "the remuneration to be left to tho 
discretion »f tho Coroner." 

"Dr. Dickson movod that witnesses' remunera- 
tion bo left to the discretion of the Coroner." 

Sectjon 8 makes provision for the appointment 
of a deputy by the Coroner, subject, however, to 
tho approval of tho Governor. 

Section empowers the Coroner to imposo a fine 
of 825, and no appeal is permitted to jurors and 
witnesses fined for non-attendance. 

To leavo so muoh to one man's " dilerition" is, 
to say tho least, objectionable. '* Discretion" is 
such a rare human ingredient that although pro- 
bably it exists in our Coroner, it eannot be handed 
by him down with the office which, no doubt, will 
pass from Mine to time into hands lacking that all 
important quality. 

As for refusing legal appeal from Coroner's 
penalties, it is wrong altogether in principle, lly 
this a power without cheek is granted to one man 
which, unless he is something more than human, 
he is bound sometimes to abuse. This important 
point, and many other matters in connection with 
the Coroner 'a Dill, I lc.vo to your consideration 
and that of the public.

DAHOMBY. 

At tho lato meeting of the British Assm 
oiation an interesting paper was read by 
Captain K. H. Burton on " the Ethnology of 
Dahomey." " Few piuocs in Asia,'' nays tlio 
Captain, " havo been more copiously written 
of than Dahomey, and yet so well Inlorrned a 
journal as '.lie Saturday Review gravely tells 
its readers that " the King ol Dahomey has 
lately been indulging in a taorifice of human 
beings, simply in deference to a national pre. 
judicc, and to. keep up thu good old customs 
of the country." Captain Hurtou then goes 
on to show in the following manner Ihe real 
stato of affairs : — 

" The extent and population ol Dahomey 
has been grossly exaggerated. Its superficios 
cannot bo more llinn 4.000 square miles, 
Commissioner Forbes puts its population 
down at 209,000. M. Walton, 900,000 ; Corns 
modora Wilmot, 180,000. I would reduce il 
lo 150,000, ol whom, perhaps, four-fifths are 
women and children. The population is not 
a third of what tho country could support. 
The annual withdrawal of bolh sexes from in- 
dustry lo slavo-hunting und tlio customs of 
the capital, thu lack ol reproduction in Ama- 
soub, and the losses by disease, havo miide 
thu country in parts a desert. .So contempt, 
ible is the Alrican rower wiihjh is, perhaps, 
the best known throughout Europe. Captain 
W. S. dimming is the lirst Englishman that 
visited a D'ahomian monarch. Since his 
day (17-20) the custom ins beeti regularly 
kepi up. . . . Tho grand customs tnko 
place only ufter the death of a king. They 
celebrate i lie annual riio.< in splendor and 
iu bloodshed. Travellers giro terrible ac- 
counts of tbo slaughter which accompanies 
the riles. Dilzell flT'.H) said limy lusted 
three months, and were marked almost every 
(lav with human blood. Captain Taylor and 
Mr. Hogg, Governor ol A paloniu, wore pres- 
ent, Otltl both nllirin that not le.-.i than 500 
men, women and children were sacrificed. 
The last grand customs were performed iu 
November, lbo'0, by the present sovereign, in 
honor of the manes of his lather. The horrors 
of the ri'o wero exaggerated with ridiculous 
adjuncts. It was teporled that Iho Kinij 
floated n canoe and paddled himself iu a lunk 
full of human blood. The report urojo from 
the custom of collecting tho gcuo ol the vic- 
tims in pits about 'Jft. deep and 4ft. diameter. 
The reports of Wesleyan missionaries show 
that veiy little change has taken place) with 
regard to the number ol victims. Tho yearly 
customs form continuations of thu grand cus- 
tom, and periodically supply a departed 
monnrch with fre.-h attendants in a shadowy 
world. The Dahoiniuns declare that tins 
world is man's plantation, and tin next is his 
home, Thoy, of course, own no future stile 
of ruwaids and punishments. The number 
of victims lias been greatly swollen by report. 
Mr. James, al iho beginning of iho present 
century, found the maximum of throe several 
tears to bo 65. Commissioner Forbes owns 
ihnt, in the later years of tho lusl King's 
reign, not more than 30 heads fell. During 
my second visit 40 men wero put to death. 1 
presume that an equal number ol' women woro 
sent lo Ihe next world, but il so, the exe- 
cutions took place within thu pulnca. The 
men wore all criminals ami war captives. 
No innocent Dnhomian is ever killeel on these 
oscueions, and tho King imprisons those ac- 
cused ol eapital ollenoos. He is so particu- 
lar about tho lives of his subjects, that 
throughout ihe empire coroners' inquests 
must follow every death, and cerlify that it 
has not boon violent. Tho time of execution 
is tbo boor of darkness. The public stays 
within doors under pain of death. The King 
personally superintends Ihe executions. Some 
are clubbed and others nre beheaded by Ihe 
Miughom, or Premier. The second Minister 
also takes his pari iu the Irugedy. Allor 
deaih tho boiiies are exposod iu llio market 
place for a lev.' days, after which they a.e 
thrown into the cily ditch, it is not, how- 
ever, at the customs that the greut loss of 
life takes place. As in ihe city oi (irent 
Benin ami at I homasi. the capital ol Ashanti, 
almost every day witnesses some deed ol 
blond. Whatever action, however trivial, ia 
performed by Ihe King, il must be reported 
tu '.is siru. A victim, almost nltvays a «ur 
captive, is chosen, the message is delivered 
to bun, all intoxicating draught of ruin I ol - 
lows il, and he is despatched in tho best of 
humors. I hoard ol only one case win ru Ihe 
victim objected lo loso his life ; but those who 
were prepared for tho customs which I wit- 
nessed, sat looking at the various ceremonies, 
beating lime to tbo music, and oycing all my 
no. vein. ins. At my request the King par- 
doned about hall ol them, but n i man thanked 
uif . There are two eihuologioal particulars 
in Dahomey which require notice — the cor- 
poreal quality ol iho Kin,' and tho precedence 
of women over men, Tbo monarch is double 
■ — two kings in one. The King has two 
courts, masculine and feminine, and the high 
officers of both courts correspond in name 
auddigniiy. * * a * Of Ihe 
Amazons aboul two- thirds are paid lo be 
maidens — a peculiar body in Africa — -Iho re- 
maining thiol having been married. The 
lighting women ate uot <ic J'acto marri si to 
thu King, but it may .ah.., place nt Ins dis- 
cretion. The Amazons alTecl male rttire, es- 
pecially when iu uniform. There is nothing 
savage or terrible in tliiir appearance, — 
When young thoy ate compelled to dance, to 
take violent exercise, which renders them 
somewhat lean. As lliey advance in years 
they grow in weight, aud many of thorn aro 
subjects for Iho treatment of Mr. Bui. tin;;. 
Tho soldiers am not dividud into regiments. 
They are, however, three distinct bodies. Tlio 
King generally pays distinguished strangers 
the compliment of pinning them in command. 
I bad this lienor, but waa not otilitled oven lo 
inspect my coips. In lbllj 1 saw all their 
women troops marching on service oul of 
Kann, ami n Careful computation gave a 
grand lolal of '2,0,'i8 ; but of these ono-tliitd 
or one-half wore unarmed or hall armed. On 
Tuesday; March 15, 18C4, the present King 
curried out his favorite project — an attack 
upon Abepontn, whom his fnllicr hud left 
name and fame. The attempt was contempti- 
ble In tbo extreme, and resulted in u Iohb of 
1000 killed and about 2.000 captured. The 
Dahomey yearly loses prestige.

Trm Naw ftarr BtriLDiNns — A deputation 
of gentlemen, consisting of Mayor Harris and 
Messrs. Dickson, M.L.A., Copland and L. 
Franklin, with Mr. John Wright, Architect, 
waited upon His ExooHenoy the Governor, 
/cetorday, and laid beforo him tho petition 
signed by the oiiizens praying for the re- 
moval of tho gaol und tho erection of suitablo 
•ity buildings on its site, the petition was 
presented by Mr. Copland, who statodjlhat 
the movomont had been in ngitalion for 
nearly three ycurs, and had at length culmi- 
nated in this potitiou. Tho Committee were 
of opinion that by the sale of the Govcrrimont 
Street lots upwards of $15,000 might bo 
realised, whioh would go far towards tho con- 
struction of now gaol buildings either on tho 
Indian Hasorvo or soma other suitable sile. 
Ho also begged to lay beforo His Excellency 
designs for n building of tho style proposed, 
winch the Committee had had propnred by 
Messrs. Wright & Sanders, the architects. 
His Exoollanoy enlerod warmly into the 
propositions of the deputation, expressing 
himself at some length on the inconvenience 
of having tho gaol in its present position, and 
also the necessity 'ol tho Court House being 
in the city, Ho also alluded to tho Indian 
Kesorve question, and stated that ho had a 
ichomo for the removal of the natives, as soon 
as that qwcr.Uo v/xata the Crown Lands was j 
settled. Ho askod the gentlemen of the depu- 
tation by what means they proposed to mine 
funds for the execution of their propositions, 
upon which Messrs. Copland and Franklin 
undertook to lay beforo him in Iho oourse of 
a week, a scheme by which thoy hoped to 
procure tho necessary amount. The following 
is a description of Iho designs for the pur- 
posed buildings : — The' edifice is in tho mo- 
dern style of architecture, and will occupy 
the full lot now taken up by the gaol und 
prison j<ird,viit: 140 feet on Bastion street 
and 120 feet or. Langloy stroot, with, of course, 
a corresponding front on Commercial Squaro, 
opposite tho Hudson Hay Company' h store. 
It is to bo three storios in height with attics, 
with high roofs, ventilated by turrets and 
dorrnor windows of an ornamontal clmraoter. 
On tho corner of IUb'.ioii atraet and Com- 
mercial Squaro is tho Viotorin tower, 100 feet 
high and 30 foot square, containing u belfry, 
and a town clock with four aides, ul a height 
of SO feet, with observatory above. On the 
Bastion strent front is n fine arcade HO feet 
in length with balcony nbovo, tho balustrade 
being surmounted by tho Royal Arms. The 
Lnngley street facade in rocessod 10 feet from 
the streoi, in the centre of whinh jpscu ia a 
covored aicado with balcony above oponiug 
from tho Council Chamber, tho balustrade 
being surmounted by the City Amu. Front- 
ing Commercial Square on Wharf stroot i3 
tho Town Hall farads, 90 feet in length and 
55 foot hish. Tho interior ol the building 
is divided by two corridors 10 feat wide and 
15 feot high, one running from Langloy street 
to Commercial Square, and tho other inter- 
secting it from Bastion street, and opening 
into tho Snprome Court Hooni, whieh occu- 
pies tho centre o! tho rear of tho building. 
This apartment ia -10 feet 5;i by fee!, with 30 
feet ceiling, lighted and ventilated by a dome 
and windows in tho rear, and with raised 
seats for 250 persona. To tho right of the 
Court Boom are tho offices of the Chief Justice, 
Solioitor, (Jlork of Court, Petty Jury, Atty. 
General and'Regiatrar ; to tho left of the Court
